THE PECULIARITIES OF 
"THE EYE. 


Our organs of vision are so dolicately and 
wonderfully constructed thatthegreatcatcare 
hus to be taken to protect them from injury. 
Those who, aa Shakespeare has it, have tho’ 
power ‘to seu with halfan eyo’ are nodouht 
envied by their Jess fortunate aerzuaintances 
who have to seek the sid uf speetacles. But 


it would somowhat astonish sume of tho 
fornitr if they were informed that nobody 
isin possession of perfect sight. There is 
some peculiarity about tho eye-sight of 
everyone. This astonishing fact was very 
successfully demonstrated to our repre- 
santative when ha visited Mr N, Lazarus at 
the Hongkong Hotel. Mr Lazarus is a 
specialist, and he includes amongst hia pa- 
‘trong many persons of note. ‘His’ auto- 
graph book contains signatures and tes- 
tintonials in al) languages, and we observed 
the carl of Arabi Pasha, with autograph ; 
ILE. the Havlof Dufferin, ox-Viceroy and 
Governor-General of India, has also cansul- 
ted Mr Lazarus. Tho teste applied by Mr 
Lazarus to ascertain the defects of the 
eyes are very simple. A dingram 
on which is .printed lines of capitel 
letters of different sizes, and o disc with 
two smaller.disca within it, on which are 
displayed respectively horizontal and. verti- 
cal lines, are hung. upon the wall of the 
room. By means of the printed capitals 
the power of the cye is tested. Tho person 
who is under, treatment hia simply to sit 


down ona chair at a respectable distance | ha 


from the diagrams and look through a pair 
of specially constructed spectacle frames, 
into which tho lenses aro easily insertod, 
First of all, one of the eyes:is obscurcd, 
and the patient is asked to read the Hnes. 
According to the size of the lino-riowed Mr 
Lazarus is enabled to calculate the approxi- 
mato strength of the eye. Tho samo pro- 


cess is undergone with the eye that was} 


obscured. Thon by inserting a succession 
of lenses in the frames the patient succecda 
in finding the number of the lens that 
suits his vision, or wo should rathor say 
romedies the defect.in the strength of his 
eyes. The focussing power of the eyer in 
discovered by means of the discs. The 
power of each eye is tested in ovory moridi- 
an. Mr Lazarus gradually turns round 
the dise on which is displayed — tho 
two discs with the threo vertical and 
three horizontal lines. The *two seta of 
lines oughit-to bo scen equally in evory 
meridian, and as the discs are turned round 
the patient states at‘ which moridian he 
observes the lincs most distinctly and where 
they appear blurred. This process is con- 
tinued with difforent lonses until tho lines 
are clearly seen at all points. In all tests 
endeavours aro made to ascertain’ the 
slightest difference between the two eyes, 
and the:lonses ‘ate made to suit. cach eye 
separately, A most important point in 
spectacles is the proper adjustment of the 
lenses in tho. frames. Great diffienlty is 
experienced by many. who-purchase ready- 
made spectacles to have them properly ad- 
justed, This point réceives special atten- 
tion atthe hands of Mr Lazarus.
